Witness saw the 
body of the deceased abont ‘half an hour 
alterwards ot- the. Government. Civil 
Hospital. ‘The other foki had been injar d 
by,the talk of tho wall und, was sent tothe 
Tang Wob-Hospital, i Sere 
Wiliam. Ghatham, executive cag neor, 
Sarveyor Genoral’s Deparment, said— 
duty ia to take charge of works that ara in 
ragress. There ig aome work at present 
being done at the Civil: Hospital. Barth is 
boing excavated and a retniving wall -is 
boing built.

Perhaps it will te well to say a word hero in 
regard to the history.’ of this — real- 
ly remarkable wom.
